‘* The Committee, soon after their appointment,” says the 
Albany Aagus, ‘‘ assembled in Philadelphia, and demanded 
the usual convenience of a room inthe Bank for the exami- 
nation of the books and aceounts of the Bink. ‘This was re- 
fused, except upon the condition that a committee of seven of 
the directors should be present at all examinations of the 
books, and it was also refused to allow copies or extracts to be 
taken. ‘Thecommittee then adjournedtoaroom in one of 
the hotels, and demanded that the books be sent thither. This 
was also refused ; but a proposition made on the part of the 
Bank to allow an examination of the books in the bank and 
inthe presence of the officers of the institution. The com. 


mittee, anxious to fulfill the duties of their appointment, ac. | 


cepted the proposition, and proceeded to the Bank ; when Mr. 
Biddle refused to allow an examination of the books, unless 
the object of such examination of the particular books were 
‘etated in writing. A compliance with such extraordinary 
terms, was of course inadmissible ; and the committee return- 
ed to their room, and directed subpenas to issue for the appear- 
mnce before them of the president and directors, with 
the books of the bank. The subpaenas were served by the 
marshal, and the president and directors appeared, bat refused 
tlie books, and refused to be sworn or to give evidence. The 
committee, of course, had no alternative but to retura to the 
reat of government, which they were to do, we learn, on 
Monday.”
